aud they probably will not average more 
than the above. Say that wool is worth 
20 cents per pound, the profits from each 
sheep will be GO cents. Take now an es­ 
timate of fleeces of th iroughbred merino 
ani Cotswold, which will not average less 
than eight pounds per head—the net profits 
on each sheep, fl.OO or I IO in favor of the 
thoroughbred, will command a higher 
marketable value. Now, it costs the same 
to raise the lh roughbrcd as the common 
sheep, the multou of orc is as good as the 
other; the profit of the wool of the 
thoroughbred 
is 
three 
times greater 
than that from 
the 
common. 
Every 
farmer owning a flock of sheep should 
make ii convenient to purchase a thorough­ 
bred ram to improve the quality and yield 
of his wool.
